falling away in the quality of Al- 
berta butter. In that year more 
than half the butter graded by the 
Government officials was of such 
high quality that it had to be 
marked ‘‘special.*’ Last year, 
while about the same proportion 
of the Provincial output was in- 
spected, only 7.7 per cent of it was 
good enough to win this distine- 
tion. 

That is anything but a satisfac- 
ory trend of things. In its broad 
effect it means that Alberta but- 
ter is less able to compete with the 
product of other provinces and 
countries in the erport markets. It 
is to be suspected that this has 
something to do with the fact that 
New Zealand and Australian ‘but- 
ter have in recent weeks ousted 
the Alberta brand out of the 
markets of British Columbia. Un- 
less Alberta can deliver butter of 
the right quality it cannot hold, 
and has no right .to expect to 
hold, the trade of people who can 
get better for their money. 

Regrettable as the tendency has 
been, it is not inexplicable, ‘nor 
unnatural, From 1917 the price 
of butter began to climb to previ- 
ously unknown levels. And not 
only did the price go to unheard- 
of heights, the demand was so keen 
that anything that looked like 
butter was readily saleable. Since 
butter of almost any eatable qual- 
ity would sell quickly there was 
little or no inducement for the but- 
ter maker to do his or her best. 
In fact, the market preference was 
rather for the poorer grades, for 
at the prevailing prices the best 
quality was beyond the reach of 


the average purse.

And they are no more proof 
than others against the temptation 
to take easy money instead of try- 
ing to turn out the highest quality 
of product when the rewards are 
not in proportion, The wonder is 
not that there was a decline in the 
average quality of butter under 
the circumstances, but that it 
maintained the good standard it 
has maintained. 

The influence of market condi- 
tions is now working in the op- 
posite direction. Prices are down, 
and tending to go down. The 
price for the best brand of butter 
is now lower than the poorest 
brought afew yearsago. For any- 
thing less than the best the price 
is so low that the producer claims 
there is no money in it.
